That was in July 1924 In 
Poris when Eri¢ Liddell, 
Edinburgh, beat two” Americans, 
one Canadian, and a Swiss to 
set a world and Olympic record 


of 47.6 sec, 


It was on a Thursday after- 
noon that Liddell gained the 
second of the three gold .medals 
Britain was destined to win at 
these Olymples.
